The opinions in the British prese as 
reflected in the latest editorials are 
almost unanimous that Great Britain 
cannot ignore the overtures and the

posal, 

The weekly reviews, including the 
financial organs, tuke the same line 
as do also the provincial papers. The 
only notable exception has been the 
Northeliffe group, which immediately 
urged that Great Britain should ignore 
the overtures 

There appears to be a consensus of 
opinion that the allies should not con- 
sider entering into a conference until 
they know approximately the central 
powers’ policy and unless they consid- 
er that that policy contains the seeds 
for agreement. 

The Russian rejection of the over- 
tures was published too late for com- 
ment by the morning papers. All the 
afternoon papers refrain from expres- 
sing their opinions, 

The Premier Lloyd George's tirst 
appearance in the House of Commons 
in his new capacity as premier may be 
delayed until the government is in 
position to pronounce a definite state- 
ment of its attitude toward the nego- 
intions.

Match Between Lethbridge Man 
and Billy Weeks Has Fallen 
Through 


Today in Pugilistic Annals, 

In the old days pugilists were useful as well as ornamental. Nobleman 
hired them as bodyguards, and companies of bruisers were employed to keep 
the crowds in order at royal functions. One of the oddest uses to which box- 
ers were put was during the 1809 riots in the Covent Garden Theatre in Lon- 
don, The playhouse had raised the prices, and the indignant public retaliated 
‘ by starting a rough house in the theatre every night. In this crisis the theatre 
management engaged Dutch Sam, one of the famous pugilists of the day, to 
pra ae a corps of boxers to maintain the peace and eject disorderly persons, 
The last and most rerocious of the nightly battles between these pugilists and 
the mob occurred on the night of December 6th, 1809, and on the following 
day a ‘treaty of peace” was arranged, which ended the rioting. A rhymester 
of the day wrote: ‘They send in their boxers, who saucily sit, with their doxies 
in front-seats of boxes and pit, with orders to stifle the voice of the town, and 
convince us of error by Knocking us down,"
